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Reasons for Allowance 



1. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1-12 are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a 
stent including a plurality of expandable tubular members, each member being 
composed of a continuous wire element forming a plurality of wave segments, each 
segment containing a pair of opposite looped peaks and having a wave shape such 
that, in the stent' s expanded state, the distance between adjacent sides of a wave on 
proceeding from a peak toward opposite peaks, increases monotonically with an 
inflection point therebetween , and in the stent's contracted state, the distance between 
adjacent sides of a wave is a minimum at a point intermediate opposite peaks, and axial 
connectors joining one or more confronting peaks of adjacent tubular members. Claims 
13-17 are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a method for treating 
an aneurysm including the step of replacing the guide wire with a pusher wire and using 
the pusher wire to force the stent out of the catheter into a vascular site.
